RDERS WORK SUSPENDED 


ON FOURTEEN WARSHIPS. 


President Anticipates Ratification 
of Armament Conference 
Pacts by Senate. 


(BY A P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8. Construction work on fourteen 
capital ships was suspended today by order of Secretary Denby 
under direction of President Harding. The step was taken in 
anticipation of ratification of the naval limitation treaty which 


resulted from the Washington conference and under which only 


three of the vessels involved will be completed as war craft. 
The eleven others will be scrapped or converted to merchant 


ships under the treaty. 

Secretary Denby acted after As- 
sistant Secretary Roosevelt had 
discussed with President Harding 
the terms of the treaty affecting 


the new ships. Mr, Harding ap- 
proved the suggestion that 
be halted immediately on the eight 
superdreadnaughts and six battle 
cruisers pending final action on 
the treaty. The building opera- 
tions thus halted have cost the 
government approximately $5,000,- 
000 a month. A 


TO CANCEL OONTRACTS. 

Following ratification of the 
treaty, contracts for the new ships 
will be canceled. The ultimate cost 
to the government of this cancella- 
tion cannot be determined, but 
naval officials believe a consider- 
able saving will be made through 
today’s action. 

Only one capital ship under con- 
struction was exempted from to- 
day's suspension order. She is the 
C@lorade, more than 90 per cent 
complete, and which will be re- 
tained in the permanent fleet. 

Vessels on which work was or- 
dered stopped include eight first- 
class battleships: the Washington 
at New York Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration; the West Virginia.

the futilities of a grandiose scheme 
that was bad in conception and 
worse in execution.” 

Senator Pepper expressed the 
hope that the Democratic party 
and Gov. Cox would “never be per- 
mitted to get away from that 
speech.“ Gov. Cox, according to 


Senator Pepper, stood by the 
League as the “simple and suffi- 
cient remedy for a host of domes- 
tic as well as international ills. The 
American people, he declared, were 
unalterably opposed to the League 
as ever, and he scored Gov. Cox 
for “attacking’’ the Washington 
conference.

The amendment 
limits any associations to the han- 
dling of the commodities of non- 
members so that what was de- 
scribed as a throttle of local busi- 
ness could not be obtained. 

Other important provisions pre- 
scribe that no member of an asso- 
ciation may have more than one 
vote in directing ite activities re- 
gardless of the amount of stock 
he holds, nor can any association 
pay dividends on stock or mem- 
bership capftal in excess of 8 per 
cent a year. 

With respect to the authority 
granted the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to control attempts to mo- 
nopolize or restrain trade, the bill 
provides that notice of charges of 
alleged violations must be served 
on the offending association and 
it must be given an opportunity to 
defend itself.

I desire to a reason- 
able and humane law to the Fed- 
eral government, whith would un- , 
doubtedly save the lives of untold 
thousands of innocent persone 
lives which are now sacrificed to 
mere folly and recklessness. 

In 1920, as estimated by the “Na- 
tional Safety Council” and by the 
Insurance Press.” 12,000 persons 
were killed outright by automo- 
bile accidents in the United States 
and a million and a half tnjured. 
The number of those who were 
crippled for life wa’ not estimated, 
but would probably be appalling. 
Statistics prove that since 1914 the 
number of killed has increased at 
an average rate of 1300 a ’ 
The majority of these deaths Were 
undoubtedly caused by persons 
who were driving with reckless and 
excessive speed. Penalties for 
speeding have been tried and have 
failed.

Tt is because cause and effect are so 
vaguely connected in the Taylor murder 
case that it becomes exceptionally inter- 
esting to the psychologist and elusive to 
actual investigators. 

It may be that some person who saw 
Taylor daily and who was spurred to such 
a dastardly act by some sudden impulse 
shot him and fled. But it is just as pos- 
sible that some person separated by many 
miles and years was quickened by an in- 
explicable circumstance to do the same 
thing. 

Wherever one turns in the case this ele- 
ment of seemingly far-apart cause and ef- 
fect stands out. The motives of the dead 
man through the greater part of his highly 
successful life are almost as completely 
hidden as are those of the person or per- 
sons responsible for his death. 

One is constantly reminded of the pebble 
dropped into the ocean and vanishing, yet 
transmitting its force and influence across 
a thousand miles of water and adding some 
thing (just how vast no scientist knows) 
to the wave that crashes upon an island 
or hammers against a stricken ship. So 
it is with impulses, which, hit a sharp 
stroke, are forgotten and then roar forth 
in a totally unexpected fashion. 

Cause and effect—inevitable in their 
workings, but no more to be accurately 
charted than is the mind of man. 


BLACK CRUSADER. 

The career of Marcus Garvey, the Ja- 
maica negro who appointed himself Provi- 
siona) President of Africa and enlisted many 
thousands of American negroes in his cru- 
sade for the liberation of the black continent 
from the white yoke, rivalg that of Toussaint 
Ouverture. 


Garvey's crusade collapsed the other day 
when he was arrested by postal inspectors 
for selling passage to Africa on mythical 
ocean-going liners. He neglected to provide 
the ships before selling tickets to his cru- 
saders. The only vessel flying the flag of 
the Back Star line is a retired Hudson River 
boat tied up to one of the docks in New 
York. 

President Garvey landed in New Vork not 
so very long ago from Jamaica with noth- 
ing but a creative imagination and a glib 
tongue. He soon demonstrated his talents 
as a promoter. Besides his position as 
President of Africa he promoted himself 
to the position of President of the Black 
Star line, managing editor of the Negro 
Worid, principal potentate, paramount 
chief and president-general of the+Univer- 
sal Negro Improvement Association. A fat 
salary accompanied each title. The bigger 
the title the fatter the salary. The total 
reached $27,500 a year. That is in addition 
to his profits from his holdings in the Black 
Star line, Negro Factories Corporation and 
other concerns for celonizing and develop- 
ing the continent of Africa. Stocks in these 
companies found ready buyers among the 
thousands who came under the spell of 
Garvey's oratory. 

Although the majority of intelligent ne- 
gro leaders were suspicious or openly hos- 
tile to Garvey from the start, he soon en- 
rolled a large army of sealous crusaders.

NO JOINT MANEUVERS FOR NAVY. 


As a measure of economy, the Navy De 

partment has decided to cancel its plans for 
holding, early in the spring, in the Bay of 
Panama, joint maneuvers of the Atlantic 
and Pacific fleets. These maneuvers, so im- 
portant in training both officers and men 
in the duties that would devolve upon them 
in the event of war upon the high seas, are 
no less important in providing the higher 
command with an opportunity to handle 
large numbers of vessels under conditions 
resembling those at would prevail in 
actual warfare. the decision of the 
Navy Department has a significance other 
than that derived from the resultant saving. 
The elimination of joint maneuvers even 
for one year for both the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific fleets is certain to render the Navy 
somewhat less prepared for the emergency 
of war. The dropping of maneuvers for a 
number of years would have an effect even 
more deleterious upon the Navy's efficiency 
as a fighting machine. 
Thus the United States once again has 
proclaimed to the world that the desire of 
the American people is for peace—not war. 
We have voluntarily offered to scrap the 
greater part of the capital ship tonnage now 
under construction; we have offered to 
scrap a submarine tonnage of many thou- 
sands of tons, and not tent with this, | 
we have abandoned the plans for grand 
maneuvers of our fleet next spring.—[Bos- 
ton Transcript.

NO FUSS OR FEATHERS. 

The protection of school children 
on the street is developing along 
the simplest possible lines. The 
coppet needs no special uniform. 
A white band above each elbow is 
the only insignia she wears. The 
duties can be mastered in a half- 
hour period, Mrs. Logan finds. The 
coppet simply helps the children 
across the street between two cor- 
ners and holds up traffic when 
necessary to make the street safe 
for children. 

At present the work is being 
done mostly at corners nearest the 
schools. These are the crossings 
used by the greatest number of 
children. As the number of vol- 
unteers from a neighborhood in- 
creases, however, the service is 
being extended to dangeroywp cross- 
ings farther from the build- 
ings.

THOMPSON HITS VETERANS. 


Chicago Mager Tikes. View in Announcing 


That Minister to Fight Crime Is Appointed. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 
CHICAGO, Feb. 9.—Mayor Thompson today formally created 


the post of law enforcement commissioner in his cabinet and appointed 
the Rev. John H. Williamson; a Methodist minister, as the first incum- 


bent, with supreme powers over law violators “from the highest city 
official to the lowest crook on the streets.“ 


Mr. Williamson was instructed 
by the Mayor to pay particular at- 
tention to reports of dishonesty 
among some city officials. The ap- 
pointment was made in response 
to appeals from ministers and civic 
organizations and because of the 
numerous rumors of corruption. 


ACCEPTS POSITION. 

Tonight Mr. Williamson resigned 
as pastor of his church and for- 
mally accepted the new position. 
In announcing his acceptance, he 
deciared that his office would be 
conducted “in accordance with the 
teachings of Christ.“ He appealed 
to all Christian organizations to 
join him in a crime drive. 

In a statement announcing the 
appointment, Mayor Thompson 
said that in seeking the causes of 
crime, we must not close our eyes

The rope’s sister and his broth- 
er arrived from Desio today and 
took up quarters in the Vatican, 
there to remain until after the 
coronation. The Pope is under- 
stood to have expressed one re- 
gret—that henceforth he would 
be unable to indulge in his favorite 
sport of Alpine climbing.
